Like Sandy, I'm near the vintage of your first licenses. I was born in 
August of 1938. 


I took my Novice and Technician tests in February of 1952. I had to draw 
a diagram of a crystal oscillator that would give output on harmonics of 
the crystal frequency. The ARRL License Manual advised drawing a Colpits 
circuit, but I liked the tri-tet so that's what I put down. My FCC 
examiner, Mr. Cotton, got a kick out of it. 


Mr. Cotton had us all scared to death, but he was really a quite decent 

guy. For my novice exam there were a whole bunch of young, white boys and 
one adult, black man. The black man survived the receiving test, but he 
was so nervous that he really flubbed the sending test. Mr. Cotton could

have just flunked him on the spot, but he got him to calm down and try it 
again. He passed on his second try. I learned something that day! 


Several years after I got my general class ticket I worked a spark station 
on 40 meters, no kidding. He was a Cuban. His signal was maybe 10 kc 
wide and it just sounded like keyed hash. Several guys worked him before 
I did and they kept telling him that he had a lousy signal and to get off 
the air. His response to them was that his government allowed him to use 
spark and he was going to continue doing it. I worked him and we had a 
very interesting QSO talking about his transmitter. It was the only time 
I've ever heard a spark on the air. 


I did see the one KW rotary gap spark transmitter at the AWA Museum in 
action one time, a cacophony of crashing sound, flashing light, and ozone 
smell. I wish they would tie it to an antenna now and then and put it on 
the air for special occasions so we all could have the experience of 
listening to King Spark at least once in our lives.
